Still Unable To 


Agree Regarding 
German Request 


PARIS. Aug. 28.—(By The Associa- 
ted Press)—The reparations commls- 
•Ion met again this afternoon in an 
effort to reach an unanimous agroe- 
menf regarding the German request 
for a moratorium on her jjidemnlty 
payments. At the 
end 
of several 


houra of discussion the British an<J 
French viewpoints were still widely 
at varianpe. with the Italians and Bel- 
elans merely trying to find some pro* 
posal Which would meet the ideas of 
Franco and Great Britain. 
The projected solutions were seri- 
ously discussed. 
One of them was 


known as the Belgian plan and the 
other was an amplification of a last 
minute suggestion offered by Gc» 
many jus"! before Sir John Bradbury 
and Eugene Mauclere. British and 
French members of the commission, 
left Berlln_!pr Paris last week. The 
Belgian plan has been unofficially of- 
fered by the Belgian delegation as a 
means of preventing a break between'1 
England and Franc*1 on the repara- 
tions issue. Under its terms Belgium 
would accepting term notes in place 


of the bremalnlng eafh payment* due 
this year, amounting to ISO.000,000 
gold murks. At a guarantee of ulti- 
mate payment of these Installments. 
Germany would deposit 210,000,000 
gold marks from the reserve of the 
Relchsbank In the Bank of England. 
France has not definitely declared 
herself on thin proposal, and M. De 
La Crolx, Belgian member of the com- 
mission, and M. Dubols, president, are 
conferring in the hope that it might 
prove 
satisfactory. 
England 
and 


Italy already have approved the pro- 
position. 
The German plan, which probably 


will be the subject of conversations 
between the commission and German 
ofHcials on "Wednesday, would meet 
Premier Point-are'^ dcrnynd for al- 
lied control of German state mines 
and forests by a guarantee to Franc* 
of the products of these rcnources 
during the period of the moratorium. 
Failure to promply deliver the sti- 
pulated timber and coal would result 
in the sejzure of certain- mines which 
would be designated In the agree- 
ment. British amiroval is behind this 
arrangements which is regarded as 
giving France the productive guaran- 
tees she seeks without actually turn- 
ing over politicarcontrol of i.he mines 
and forest*.' 
The British continue to emphaize 


their belief that Germany is doing 
everything she can to meet 
the 
French point of view and would be 


willing to give tbe productive guar- 
antee* which M. Polncare demands 
In return for a moratorium If euch 
guarantees are of - strjctly business 
character, and not political.

Not Seize Mines 


PHILADELPHIA, 
August 
28.— 


There will be no goversment inter- 
vention or seizure of mines in the j 
anthracite strike situation, it 
was1 


learned here tonight from a highly 
authoritative 
source. 
The informa- 


tion was given publication with the 
understanding that the informant's 
name be not disclosed for the present. 


Further 
information 
from 
this 


source was to • the effect that very 
soon, probably within a week, rep- 
resentatives of "the anthracite operat- 
ors and miners will sign a peace pact 
that will send 155,000 miners back to 
work, with neither side receding: from 
its present stand to make no further 
concessions. • 


The agreement that will make pos- 


sible the ending of the anthracite 
strike, according to the same source, 
will overcome the seerningfily insur- 
mountable 'difficulties whilh present- 
ed themselves at the meeting be- 
twen anthracite-operators and miners 
that ended in a deadlock last week. 
Details of the plan, however, were 
not made, public. 


The government continued today 


to exert pressure to bring the two 
sides in the hard coal controversy into 
agreement. 


Secretary of Labor Davis "held a 
two hour conference with John L. 
Lewis, president of the United Mine 
Workers, "and'then returned to Wash- 
ington, .where it is understood that 
he would report .to President Hard- 
ing' concerning' 'the situation. 
Mr. 
Davis left the mine leader's room 
with barely time to get his train and 
refused to divulge anything that went 
on during the meeting', or at pre- 
vious conferences with the operators 
or miners.
